RULES IN ENGLAND 


Entered Capital After Noon to 


Take the Oath 


ARTILLERY SIGNALIZED ACCESSION 


Permitted to Go to Privy Council Meeting 


in Silence, but Returning was Lustily 


Cheered with Shouts of 'Long 


Live the King" 


London, Jan* as—The king and emperor entered the 


capital at 12.15 o'clock and proceeded to Marl bo rough house. 


All London has donned the garb of mourning. 
At a meeting of the privy council this afternoon the king 


took the title of Edward VII of England and emperor of India. 


The king at the accession wore a milifary uniform and 


made a brief and earnest speech. 


At 4,30 o'clock the artillery fired salutes in St. James park 


and signalized Edward's accession. 


This" afternoon the house of lords and the house of 


commons assembled at 4 o'clock and took the oath of 
allegiance to the new sovereign. 


The royal proclamation will be heralded at St. James 


pakce and other cnstomary centres tommorrow and forth- 
with will be published in the Gazette. 


London, Jan. £3—The king: drove to 


St John's calace from Marlbovoueh 
house to Preside at the first priw 
council by iha way of Marlbcrourti 
houeeyard, the ina.ll and the garden en- 
trance of the pilace- 


He was attended by Lord Suffleld, 


who baa been lord of the bed chamber 
to ffie prince of Wales since 1872. 


He was escorted by a captain's es-

By the time the king had arrived a 


great gathering o f the privy councillors 
m levee dresa with crepe on their I?ft 
arms, had taken up a position in the 
thronfe room.

This brought the ceremony to a close 


by 3.30 p. m.. when his majesty return- 
ed to Marlborough house. 


The crowd in the neighborhood was 


of immense proportions. 


The king's earlier journey was ac- 


complished almost in complete silence, 
but on this occasion he was lustily 
cheered all along the route and greeted 
with shouts of-" Uong live the king." 


Albert Edward, known for more than 


half a century as the Prince of Wales, 
and now summoned to the throne of 
the mightiest empire in all history, 
over which he will reign as Edward 
VII, was born on Nov. 9, 1841. Th^ sec- 
ond child and the eldest son tot Queen 
Victoria, his advent into the world was 
greeted with great rejoicing. As the 
first child of the royal couple (now the 
empress dowager of Germany) had 
proved to be a girl, the Bntish nation 
was naturally anxious that the second 
should be a boy. 


When the queen's confinement was 


expected Prince Albert sent his cour- 
iers in hot haste from Buckingham 
palace to the various dignitaries of 
church and state .whose presence at 
the expected bhth of a possible heir is 
demanded by royal etiquette. They 
gathered together in the anteroom 
close by the queen's bed chamber.

London, Jan. 23.~Tbe death of Queen 


Victoria At 6:80 yesterday afternoon at 
Osborne House has plunged the na- 
tion into mourning. The passing aw ay 
of the sovereign has caused a shock 
throughout the entire country. 


The greatest event In the memory 


of this generation, the most stupendous 
change In existing conditions that could 
possibly be imagined, has taken place 
quietly, almost gently, upon the aiini- 
*«rsary of the death of Queen Victoria's 
father, tbo Duke of Kent 


The end«f this carees. never equalled 


by any woman in the -world's history, 
earns In a simply fur Disced room in 
Osboroe House. This most respected 
*f women lay in « groat four-posted 
bed, and made a shrunken atom, whose 
aged CM* taA flfnre were a cruel mock 
«ry of the fair *lrl, whf. In 1837, bt 
can to rule over .England* 


Around her were gathered almost 


*r«ry descendant of her line. 
Well 


within view of the dylii* eyes there 
hwff a portrait of the pri'ace consort. 
It was he who designed the room and 
«Y*ry part of the castle. 
In scarcelj 


mUUble tones the white-haJred bishop 
of Winchester prayed beside her. W ith 
bowed beads the ruler of t he German 
empire, and the man who is now King 
of Kndawl, the woman who baa sue 
catded to the title of queen, the princes 
and princesses, and those of less than 
royal designation listened to the bish 
«p'§ ceaseless prayer. 


Six o'clock passed. The bishop con- 


tinued hia Intercession. 
The women 


of this royal family sobbed faintly and 
to* men shuffled uneasily. 


At exactly 6:80, (Sir James Held held, 


«p bis band, and the people in the room 
know that England had lost her queen. 
The bUnop pronounced the benediction. 
" The queen passttd away quite peace- 
fully. 
She suffer**! no pain. 
Those 


who were now mourners went to their 
rooms. -A f«w rafnotes later the In- 
evitable element of materialism stepped 
into that pathetic chapter of interna- 
tional history, for the court ladiess 
went busily to work ordering their 
mourning from London. 


The wheels of the wttrld were jarred 


when the announcement came, but in 
this place at Osborne everything pur- 
sued the usual courae. 
Down in the 


kitchen they were cooking a huge din- 
ner for an assemblage the like of which 
has seldom been known in England, and 
the dinner preparations proceeded just 
as'if nothing bad happened. 


.- The body of Queen Victoria will 


probably be taken to Windsor Saturday. 
The coffin arrived last night from Lou- 
tton.

A Tbrllll«» Rid* th* Bad of Which 


Sceibcd to Threaten a Fearful 
Wreck «»d Awful Lo*» of Life—A 


I Marrow a»d V.ackr Ecoape. 


"There is something about railroading 


tbat conduces to sleep. 
It may be tbe 


rumble that causes drowsiness, it may 
be tbe long hoars on duty, but in many 
eases, In my judgment, it is the failure 
of the employees to secure needed rest 
when tbey bave the opportunity. During 
my 20 years' experience as a drirer of 
the iron horse 1 knew of hundred* of 
severe wrecks due entirely to some one 
being 'asleep on the post of duty.' Even 
the responsibility imposed on the man 
would not have the effect of causing him 
to keep iwake." 


The speaker was one of the oldest rail- 


road engineer* hi tho country, who, after 
20 reais in charge of the throttle of « 
locomotive, voluntarily resigned to seek 
other pursuits not so dangerous or excit- 
ing. A question or two about the old 
times pat the ex-railroader in a talkative 
mood, and he continued: 


"But once in my railroad career did I 


turn iny engine over to niy fireman and 
go back to the caboose for a little rest, 
and the narrow escape that I then bad 
from a severe wreck and the killing and 
woutding of hundreds of Bleeping passen- 
gers taught me a lesson that was never 
forgotten. The incident occurred in Illi- 
nois in Kehruary. 1879. At that time I 
was running an engine pulling a fast 
freight oa the Illinois Central railroad. 
My fireman was a young man whom 1 
hai instructed in all that he knew about 
railroading. My health was not of the 
best at th&t time, as I had been an an- 
nual victim of the ague that pervades 
southern Illinois, and my system was 
shattered from the 'shake*.' In addition 
there was some sickness among the mem- 
bers of my family, with the result th.-it 
my nights at home would be broken up 
in looking after tbe comfort of tbe loved 
one*. Business on the railroad was brisk, 
and there was a heavy passenger traffic 
due to the annual Maidi Gras celebration 
in New Orleans. 


"On the night in question my train 


was running south. I had a 5% foot 
Rogers engine and was hauling 40 load- 
ed cars. Along about 10 o'clock I found 
that I could hardly keep my eyes open. 
The road ahead of me wag clear of trains 
for an hour or more. About the only 
thing of importance in view was to meet 
and pass the Chicago express at Makan- 
da. which was 24 miles away. 
1 then 


yielded to temptation. Placing my fire- 
man in charge of the throttle, with the 
head brakeman to do tbe firing, J went 
back to the caboose to secure & Uttle rest. 
I should not have taken this step if I had 
not reposed every confidence in my fire- 
man, 
and I believed that he was thor- 


oughly competent to ran tbe engine. 


"How 
long I slept I do not know, but 


I awoke with the premonition tbat some- 
thing was wrong. As I regained my 
senses I realized by the swaying of the 
train that it was running much faster 
than it would have been bad I been in 
charge of the throttle. 
There was a 


heavy down grade for -five miles to t the 
point where I was to meet the express, 
and my first thought was that we had 
struck the grade and gained tbe impetus. 


"Springing to my feet, I hurried out 


the front door of the caboose and climb- 
ed to the top of the first freight car. The 
sight that met my eyes nearly paralyzed 
me. There in full view I saw the head- 
light of the heavily loaded express, train 
waiting at Makanda for my train to 
take the sidetrack and permit it to pass. 
How I got over that train to my engine 
I hardly know. But I did. 
"Jumping down on the tender, I 


sprang into the cab, shut off the throttle 
and took other means to reduce the mo- 
mentum. I glance'd at my fireman." • He 
was sonnd asleep on the seat. Hie head 
brakeman kept him company on the Both- 
er side. I realized that it was utterly 
impossible to stop the speed of the train, 
and I had visions of tbe awful wreck 
that would follow. My engine was mak- 
ing 45 miles an hour, being propellel by 
the heavily laden cars in the rear, and 
certain destruction seemed to face the 
express and the hundreds of sleeping 
passengers. 


"As, the rules required that I should 


stop and, after the head brakeman had 
opened the switch, should pull by tbe 
passenger train there seemed to be no 
way to avert the disaster. 
All these 


thoughts flew through my brain in a 
twinkling, and as I expected to meet 
death at my post I wondered who would 
care for my two boys who would become 
orphans. 


"Fortunately the siding was a short 


one, and that fact, coupled with my rep- 
utation as a careful engineer, prevented 
the disaster at th* critical moment and 
saved the lives of many. The engineer 
ot the passenger train divined from tbe 
rumble made by ray train tbat something 
unusual bad happened. He told me aft- 
erward that n* knew I would not have 
approached that jaeetlag place at such a 
rate of speed if everything was all right. 


"When my train was about 300 yards 


from the express, I saw a man run from 
the engine of tho express and throw the 
switch for me. At the same time I could 
see by the swinging of a lantern in the 
rear of the express that the switch at the 
other end of the siding bad also been 
opened. The disaster had been averted. 
My train dashed on to the sidetrack, past 
the express and then out on the main 
track again at the rate of 35 miles an 
ihonr, and I could not bring it to a stand- 
still until I was more than two miles past 
the station. 


"Yon can imagine the effect upon the 


express if the engineer bad not acted as 
he did. It is needless for me to. add that 
during the remainder of my career on the 
rail I never left my engine agate in 
charge of that fireman or any other fire- 
man. 
One such lesson was enough for 


me. 
' "Naturally my fireman was much cha- 
grined over his act. but I never bad con- 
fidence in him afterward. He had been 
tried in tbe balance and found wanting. 
A tew years later he was promoted to be 
an engineer and bad been running his 
engine but a short time when it exploded, 
lilting him, bin fireman and a brake- 
man."—Washington Post.

g*eat 4e*d« ot which her li'e is a part

\t«man. for H was in being queen, that

the world. But it is as woman, unadorn- 
ed by crown or regal insignia, that the 
EaelUb speaking people lov«d her and 
claimed her as their own. She was 
what no other woman has been able to 
be. the, typo of highest womanhood for, 
tfa* civilised world. As lover, wife and 
mother she- satisfied our highest de- 
mands, and #s a member of the social 
union, apart from her position as head 
of to* greatest of empires, she per- 
formed her duty and is gathered unto 
her-fathers with the benediction of a 
.great nation and the blessing of many 
governments and peoples for her rare 
lift of example. 


It was early that she acknowledged 


that sovereignty of the lovely virtues 
which make us all kin. The beautiful 


qualities were her rich pos- 
and eke placed them on a 


throne and adorned it. She was made 
queen of a people before she made her- 
self queen in a home, the true province 
end domain of woman. In crowning 
herself in that most sacred of all 
malms «h« proved her right to rule 
thsrtwtbe only divine right, the right of

\a her consort she gave herself as 


it is ordained in the highest moral law. 
JPhervows were not made for the glory 
of state or for any other worldly thing, 
but wer« made for the sake of that 
IXkUtat power which has descended to 
dwsll among men. 


If the poets, who are said to be the 


truest pbitotopbers. do not err in plac- 
ing the relation of mother above even 
tht relation of wife we are to And the 
grandest expression of Victoria in her 
tender motherhood. 
As true to the 


nobler elements of the human heart as 
to* jM*dte ia to the pole she yielded the 
glamour of the estate of royalty to as- 
sume the responsibilities of maternity. 
Tht children born of her love were the 
flrst objects of her affections and not 
even the sceptre could sway these af- 
ftctions from tht natural centre for 
their outpouring. Fidelity to that 
which is woman and of God before 
•dtlity to that which is of the contriv- 
ing of mea was the glorifying trait of 
the queen. Not only the bearer of 
children, but the giver of all that the 
mother has to bestow. In infancy, in 
their formative years and in their ma- 
turity the queen to her children was 
simply and grandly mother. Through 
that which she was by nature, and de- 
veloped by the burden of state that had 
fallen upon her when so young, she 
recognised that character was the es- 
sential to the performance of weighty 
tasks and that Mr children might be 
worthy she gav« them of herself in tht 
fulltst sense of the sscrlflce of mother. 
It was her yearning and her wisdom to 
d* it. It was the full flow of that attr- 
»al sprtag which replenishes the e*rth 
wfth the greatness of men and per- 
tnaiaily redeems the world to goodness 
••* tht dlvln«. 


And as queen. Victoria came far 


ntartr to tfet ideal than any of her pre. 
flirmnn. ntarer than any of her con- 
tssaporary sovereigns, and so noar ttel 


our dream of the perfect monarch was 
almost If not quite realised in her. She I 
was serene, wise, firm, and one who re- 1 
Jected subterfuge and dissembling. Her 
whole Ufa was consistent. 
What she 


wa» in one respect that she was in an- 
other. Sh« wan not changed when she 
eat In couccil with her ministers. And 
in this was contained the greatest 
thing of moment to England and to the 
western peoples. Kut was the atmos- 
phere and the inspiration of 
official 


England. It may have been most hap- 
py for the best of the history of man- 
kind that England had a queen instead 
tof a king for the larger part of the 
•wonderful nineteenth century, and if 
it has been happy that England had a 
queen instead of a king it l» happier 
et!H that that qu^en was Victoria- There 
was no king to introduce bis politics 
aud his favoritism in all the p.~st six 
decades so productive of democracy 
in Great Britain and in the world, and 
there was: a queen whose heart 
-was 


with the common people. The full 
meaning and value of this is not under- 
stood in the present day. Only the dis- 
tant historian will grasp it. 
The 


ambition of statesman and soldier was 
to win the royal favor, and out tof this 
desire sprang a swift race for the 
public good. The queen was the soul of 
her people, and the sovereign smile was 
accepted as testimony that good had 
been performed and was accepted as 
sufficient reward for well-doing. It was 
all for the queen, for the queen was 
highest England. Thus it was that Vic- 
toria was the very atmosphere and In- 
spiration of her kingdom and her em- 
pire. 


Queen 
Victoria raised a 
deeply 


shadowed throne into the light of un- 
assailable purity. Her reign extended 
the bounds of just government, and it 
brought a vast people into a fuller 
possession of their own than has ever 
before been recorded in history. Her 
life, and her times influenced ,by that 
life so as to be known as the Victorian 
age, stand unequaled and unapproach- 
ed in the annals of the world. To put 
this statement beyond the reach of 
criticism it is only neccessary to ex- 
cept the life which gave the name to 
our era. 
And that life, both in its

by the life of Victoria.

KING EDWARD VII 


Continued flrom First Pacts. 


Among them were archbishops and 
bishops, arrayed in silk shovel hats 
and gorgeous aprons; members of the 
cabinet, beaded by the prime minister; 
nurses and doctors by the score. 


For four hours this motley assem- 


blage awaited the event. Their patience 
was rewarded, When it was announced 
that the hopes and wishes 'of a nation 
had been fulfilled and that a boy had 
been born there was universal gratula- 
tion. Prelates and statesmen embraced 
one another with uncontrolled effusive- 
ness. Cannon from the grounds with- 
out thundered the news to all the sur- 
rounding 
districts. 
Thousands 
of 


church bells took up the glad tidings 
and pealed out the announcement to 
an expectant nation. Early in the. 
morning the privy council met in state 
to ordain prayer and thanksgiving 
from one end of the country to the 
other. 


A few weeks later, on the occasion 


of the prince's baptism in the royal 
chapel of Windsor, he was shown from 
the balcony to a huge crowd of per- 
sons who went wild with dejight. 


The boyhood of the prince was un- 


eventful. His early education was con- 


ducted at home under the tutelage of 
Rev. H. M. Birch, rector of Prestwich; 
Mr .Bibbs, barrister at law, Rev. C. F. 
Tarver and H. W. Fteher. He then 
studied for a season at Edinburgh and 
later entered Christ church, Oxford. 
Here he attended public lectures for a 
year, and afterward resided for three 
or four terms at Trinity; college, Cam- 
bridge., for the same purpose. 


His earliest appearance in a leading 


•sart on any public occasion was in 1859 
at the laying of the foundation stone 
of the Lambeth school of art,at Vaux 
hall After the death of his- father 
in December, 1861, hf naturally became 
the most desirable functionary at all 
ceremonies in which beneflcient 'or char 
itable undertakings were to be recog- 
nized by royal approval. T;his work 
has ever since occupied a large share 
of his time and has always been per- 
formed with dignity, tact and patience. 
Indeed no prince of any country has 
ever personally exerted hims-slf more 
faithfully to render services of this sort 
to the community. The multiplicity and 
variety of hi» engagements on behalf 
'of local and special enterprises make 
a surprising list and necessarily involv- 
ed a sacrifice of ease and leisure which 
few men of high rank would care to 
make. 


In the summer of I860 the prince paid 


a visit to Canada and the United States 
Everywhere he was 
received with 


boundless enthusiasm. He danced at' a 
ball given in his honor at Washington 
where he was cordially welcomed by 
President Buchanan. 


The United States', indeed, was pre- 


pared to receive him with open, arms. 
At Hamilton, the last place in Cana- 
da where he made a halt, he had spok- 
en some kindly words which awoke gen 
oral approval here. 


"My duties." he said, "as representa- 


tive of the queen cease this day, but in 
a private capacity I am about to visit 
before my return home that remark- 
able land which claims with u» a com- 
mon ancestry and in whose extraor- 
dinary progress every Englishman feela 
a common interest." 


His first stop on American soil was 


in Chicago. Thence he passed on to 
St. Louia, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh Balti- 
more and Washington, For five days 
he was a guest of President Buchanan. 
He visited Mount Yernon and planted 
a chestnut tre« by the side of Washing 
ton's tomb. 
From the capital the 


prince and his party est out for Rich- 
m'ond, then center of political intrigue 
and soon to provfr the focus of dis- 
affection against the union. 


His next halt waa made at Philadel- 


phia, where he visited Independer.be 
hall and other places famous in Anglo- 
American history. From Philadelphia 
h« took sail tor New York, landing at 
Castle Garden on Oct. 11. He was 
driven through Broadway to Fifth Av- 
PTIIJO hotel pRrortert hv the mayor flr><1 
other civic dignitaries, ainHi che*red 
on his way by vast crowds of citi- 
zens who had gathered to do him hon- 
or- 
One feature of the hosi>ita-litl»s

Work of Speo'al Deputy Nichols, Shown 


in Report to State Commission 


The report of the state fish and game 


commission has been presented to the 
legislature, and indicates that the new 
law which went into effect last year 
has been well -received by the sports- 
men of the state. 
The work at the 


state. The Work at the state hatcheries 
is spoken of ae having been most suc- 
cessful, having been conducted on. a 
larger scale than formerly. 


The report of A- M. Nichols, 
the 


special deputy for this section, ia in-- 
eluded, and is as follows: 


I have devoted my entire time to the 


enforcement of the fish and game laws, 
since my apopinttnent as a special de- 
puty on May 3- I have arrested seven 
persons on various charge, and have 
secured corJviction of all of them. 


Deer are plentiful about here. On 


May 7 a deer ~xn.fi i)>und dead in Clarks- 
burg. I investigated the case, found it, 
and it looked n«! though it had fallen 
from a high cliff. A few days later a 
d°-er was chased into Zylonite by doe-s, 
and died from exhaustion I could not 
learn) who the owners of the dogs were. 
In June another de*r was chased into 
a marble quarry by dogs, asid was cap- 
tured and ke-> t for a few days.

He was a combination 
of farm hand and artisan, doing the 
coarsest work, tolling at least 13 hours 
a day. 


The average American of today Is a 


citizen of a town of about 4,000 Inhab- 
itants situated near a city and connect- 
ed with'It by a railroad. He Is a skilled 
laborer, owning a small piece of culti- 
vated ground upon which stands a 
comfortable cottage. 
Ee works not 


more than eight hours a daj, and tools 
enable him to work not only Infinitely 
better but also n good deal more easily 
than did his predecessor of the year 
1801. 


Ltt us take up these two Americans 


under the several heads that describe 
conditions: 


Food. 


The average American of 100 yeara 


ago lived upon a diet of coarse bread, 
coarser than any we now have knowl- 
edge of; a few of the coarsest vege- 
tables, salt meat several times a week 
and fresh meat not so often as once a 
week. 
His meals, cooked In grease, 


were served upon pewtec dishes. 
He 


bad neither glass nor china. 


The average American of today has 


good bread in abundance, a great 
variety of vegetables, the most of them 
ndknown a century ago; a great vari- 
ety of fruits, the most of them also 
unknown a century ago; fresh Jineat 
thrpe times a day and that in'great 
variety, desserts of various kinds—an 
abundance of foods fairly well cooked 
and served upon many kinds of dishes, 
heavily plated spoons, knives and 
forks, -glass blown Into elaborate de-

A pearl the like of which has never

secure this rare prize, says the New 
York Journal. 


The pearl was discovered on the 


northwest coast of Western Australia, 
and it is the property of a Mr. Shall, 
who values It so highly that he has re- 
fused an offer of $12,000 for It and has 
publicly stated that no amount of 
money could tempt him to part with it.

This wonderful pearl Is not formed 


as other pearls are. Instead of being 
spherical and single it forms a square 
aud is composed of various parts.

Thus, there are nine pearls altogether, 
of which seven are In a straight line 
and two are perpendicular.

Victoria always took most of her personal 


belongings with her wtien she went on a 
journey, aud it watt therefore no easy task 
for her household to make the change from 
one place to the other The moving of the 
court from Windsor to Osborne is described 
by one who has helped in the moving as 
"worse than three fires and an earthquake 
all at once.' Everything except the car- 
pets and pictures had to be removed from 
the royal chambers after her majesty left 
them and set up in good order in the other 
palace before her an h al there.

Victoria's women used to take an 


early breakfast and await a summons from 
their mistress before venturing into her 
presence. The morning was usually passed 
in reading the newspapers to her majesty 
till near luncheon time The qneen par- 
took of this meal with ber own family, the 
women of the household eating apart at 2 
o'clock. 


From 3 to 4 p. m. the women accompa- 


nied their mistress on ber daily drive, after 
which they read, arranged photographs or 
completed fancy work begun but uot fin- 
ished by royal fingers. This continued 
until the queen's dinner hour, about 0 
o'clock. By this time all concerned were 
likely to be weary, and no one was ever 
heard to complain because the "waits" or 
terms of service rarely if ever exceeded 
five months in any one year. The pay of 
the ladies of the household varied from £800 
to £500 per annum Most of them were 
peeresses, or at least of noble blood. An 
untitled woman who was a member of the 
queen's household was privileged by reason 
of her service to use the prefix honorable 
before ber name. Among the duties of the 
ladies in waiting during Victoria's reign 
was tbe repetition in her majesty's ears of 
all the court tattle of the day. 


Victoria's appetite was good. Here is a 


menu of a luncheon served in 1892 at tbe 
Jjome of ber granddaughter, the Duchess of 
Fife, to which tbe royal grandmother is 
laid to have done ample justice

A few more strides, 
another 10 shillings on tbe price of 
coal, a little more foreign competition, 
and what will happen to his feet of 
clay? The magog of the new imperial- 
Ism, 
that of the spread eagle variety, 


may prove unmanageable and no lon- 
ger feed the maw of bis brother, 
trade." 


"But the home soil always remains," 


and to make it more attractive and 
more remunerative Mr. Haggard would 
encourage ownership, "the ownership 
not of the few, but of the many. That 
which men own," he contends, "they 
love. By that which they love they 
will bide, rearing families who will 
love It also." In short, given such own- 
ership as is present to his mind, "the 
yeoman class which made England, 
but now is vanished, killed out In the 
condition of affairs created by the con- 
quering trader class, would rise again 
to keep ber great." 


As a result Mr. Haggard believes, 


though this is mere guesswork, that a 
hundred millions (about the cost of a 
single South African war) would cov«r 
the total cost of experiment of peasant 
or yeoman proprietary made on a large 
scale and for a period of years. If 
governments can find money to settle 
soldiers in the Orange River Colony, 
why cannot they find it, he queries, to 
settle them upon tbe unpeopled fields 
In, let us say, the eastern counties? 
"Our Interests in the Orange River 
Colony, with which we do a large trade 
In precious stones and other things, 
are great but are not our interests in 
tbe English counties," he demands, 
"much greater?"

James D. Larmeson, formerly a resi- 


dent of Austin, has arrived at that city 
from the isthmus of Tebuantepec, 
Mexico, where he has a coffee planta- 
tion. He is enthusiastic over the agri- 
cultural and Industrial development 
that is now in progress in southeastern 
Mexico, says the New york Sun. He 
says that S Pierson & Son, the Eng- 
lish contractors who a few months ago 
leased the National Tehuantepec rail- 
road from the Mexican government for 
50 years, are expending a vast amount 
of money In rebuilding the line and 
making improvements. 


"Some idea of the magnitude of tho 


work of S. Pierson & Son may be had 
when it is stated that they have' a force 
of more than 5,000 men employed on 
the railroad construction work and on 
the harbor improvement works at Coat- 
zacoalcos and Salma Cruz,'/ Mr. Lar- 
meson continued, 
"They have work 


for more than 10,000 men, and their 
agents are scouring Mexico for labor- 
ers. 
The experiment of working Chi- 


nese is to be made in that part of Mex- 
ico, and the nrst lot of 1,000 Chinese 
are now on their way direct from Chi- 
na to work for this firm. The railroad 
Is being rebuilt all the way from Coat- 
zacoalcos, the Atlantic terminus, to 
Salina Cruz, the Pacific terminus. New 
80 pound steel rails are being put down, 
and 20.000 redwood ties which were 
brought all the way from California 
are being placed under the 'heavy steel 
rails. There are also many nativ* ma- 
hogany and ebony ties being used on 
the road."
